S. Senator has been the subject 
of mnch talk and, Judging from atate- 
mentain both Democratic and Ropoblican 
papers, thepeneral impre=sion is that (iov 
BradU y has no power tfi ai^ioint a Sen- 
ator after the expiration of Senator Black- 
bum's term and, oonaequently, Kentucky 
would be represented liy only one Sena 
tor from Man h, l.Sli7, until the election 
by the next Legislature in 1898. 

But hain't the Governor a right to ap- 
point? It aeema he haa, Judging by the 
law 

In order to set the papers and a num- 
ber of their readers ri>rht upon this iiues- 
tion, we quote from Article 1, paragraph 
:i, of the Constitution of the United 
States, as follows :

Senator Blackburn's term expires 
March 4th, 1897. The Legislature having 

failed to elect his successor there will 
therefore be a vacancy in the olhce from 
March 4th, 1897, until some one is elected 
by the Legislature or appointed by the 
< lovernor and <|naliflea. This vacancy 
will occur durin;; the recess of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature and hence the (iov- 
ernor, in accordance with the State and 
United States law, above quoted, may, it 

seems m.ike a temporary a|ipoinfment of 
a Senator until the next meeting of the 
Legislature, which couvenes in January, 
1898, and which will then elect a Senator. 

As to the other much disputed ques- 
tion, whether the Legislature in called 
session could legally elect a United States 
.Senator, there seems to be a variety 
and contrariety of opiniona and very lit- 
t'e lijrht in the way of authorities. There 
is no t'eneral law in Kentucky on the 
subject. The State Constitution, Sec. HO, 
has the only provisions bearing on the 

ijuestion which we will (juote and leave 

our readers to oonstrue. It reads as fol- 
lows : 

"The Governor may on extraordinary occasions

election of a Senator as one of the sub- 
jects to be considered '.' The brainy and 
experienced Secretary of the Treasury, 
Hon. John O. Carlisle, is reported to 
have expressed the opinion tliat no Sena- 
tor can lie electi'd at a called session of 
the Legislature and bases his judgment 
on the section of the federal Constitution 
first above quoted, while other able and 
distinKiiished nirmbers of the House and 
p irticularly of the Senate say that this 
section refers as well to called as regular 
meetings of the General Assembly. You 
can take your choice of these decisions. 

One thill)? is reasonably certain that 
tlie next Legislature will be Democratic 
on joint ballot by a aafe working major- 
ity, and will oleot a Democratic Senator. 
Kentucky has had enoujjh of " riot alarm 
Bradley" and his military, and of the 
Republican party which has endorsed 
the Governor in bis unlawful attempt to 
rule and govem by losort to force and

Proiptcti in Kentucky Not Bright. 
The Fruit Hot Injured 
Ttt. 



.State Commissioner of Agriculture 
Moore completed his crop report Thurs- 
d ly afternoon, and the followin<; inter- 
esting abstracts arc taken from it : 

Wheat— Notwithstandingthe generally 
favorable weather conditions prevailing 
during the months of January and Febru- 
ary, IKlKl, the condition of the wheat crop 
at tl-.e clone of February is not liattering. 
Reports received from 95 counties, with 
but few exceptions, place the condition of 
the crop far below the average. Twenty 
three correspondents report the condi 
tion a.s the "worst ever known," while 
only two correspondents report the con 
d tion as "good." 

Owinn to nnfavoralile conditions at 
eeeding time, the acreage was materially 
reduced. This, with the generally unfav 
orable reimrt, makes tlie outlook for an 
average crop doubtful, even with the 
most favorable weather conditions from 
this time forward. The reporU for per- 
centage of 1895 crops still in first hands 
average 21 per cent. Reports on condi- 
tion of growing plant average t)4 per 
cent. On stand obtained, 72 per cent. 

Kye_Heports on the condition of rye 
give an average condition of Ut^ per cent 

Fruit Crops— Replies to special in- 
<iniries made since the unusually severe 
freeze at the close of February show the 
fruit crop still practically uninjured. 
Only four correspondents report any ma- 
terial injury, and they report the peach 

crop only alone as suH'erinK'.
